1 . While the proposed drawing corrections are acceptable as to content, they 
contain a multitude of stray marks, perhaps due to being faxed. Drawings without stray 
marks are required. 

2. Applicant points out that a diameter of the extruder of Stade (US 4,534,652) is 
not constant. However, the instant claims do not require a constant diameter. 
Moreover, applicant has not even pointed out any disclosure of such a limitation in the 
instant specification. 

3. The examiner continues to consider that Slade ('652) discloses all the claimed 
structural limitations of independent claim 23 (except the L/D ratio), and the apparatus 
would be capable of being used in the manner set forth in the claim.
